1 FOR AN ACT relating to state service contracts; to provide a

2 requirement that all state service contracts be performed in

3 the United States and awarded to United States companies as

6 Be it enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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1 Section 1. (1) The Legislature declares that it is in the

2 public interest to (a) reduce the number of state contracts for

3 services awarded to foreign companies and (b) support workforce

4 investment efforts in the State of Nebraska.

5 (2) All state contracts for services shall be awarded to

6 United States companies and the contract work shall be performed in

7 the United States. Preference in the bidding process for contracts

8 that would employ more than ten individuals shall be given to

9 Nebraska-based companies.

10 (3) The provisions of this section shall not apply to any

11 contract for any project upon which federal funds would be withheld

12 because of the provisions of this section.
